on everybody's lips here Sunday night 
was "Will the strike be settled Mon- 
day?" and nobody was able to find a 
satisfactory 
answer. 
Opinions are 


greatly divided, but the aspect is grow- 
ing dark, and it now begins to look as 
though this joiutconfcrencewiH result 
in naught. The rule that a settlement 
must be general and affect all districts 
involved prevents those that are dis- 
posed to compromise from entering 
into any agreement with their oper- 
ators. 


It developed Sunday evening that 


after all President Adams, of the Ohio 
miners, is not alone, in holding out 
against the compromise on 60 and 09 
cents, but that there are others who 


2O 
are equally firm in opposition to it. It 
is learned, furthermore, that im effort 
has been 
in 
progress all day to 


strengthen the opposition to any sort 
of compromise. This effort has been 
ill the nature of telegrams from the 
constituents of the miners' delegates 
urging the latter to stand firm and re- 
fuse to accept anything' save a basis of 
70 cents in Ohio, and 70 cents in the 
Pittsburgh district. 


The miners' side of the scale commit- 


tee held a secret conference Sunday, 
but what was done in it cnn not be 
learned. -While the operators are will- 
ing to talk to some extent the miners 
absolutely refuse to have anything to 
siw for publication. One of tho most 
prominent officers of the Minuworhers* 
unions stated confidentially Sunday 
evening that he did not believe a settle- 
ment would l>e reached Monday, and 
lie feared none would he attained \>y 
this conference. 


This places the matter in a very dis- 


couraging light, and there is vigorous 
endeavor on the part of advisers of the 
miners to induce them to yield to a. 
compromise. Another prominent offi- 
cer of the mine workers expresses the 
same opinion as that given above. 


On the operators1 side great confi- 


dence is expressed that a settlement 
will be reached on the basis proposed. 
One big operator said that he hud no 
doubt that Monday's meeting would 
Ijring the strike to an end. 


Notwithstanding this statement it is 


learned thivt Pennsylvania operators 
.declare .that the promises made by the. 
operators from thnt state now here are 
without authority. 


There is one thing certain, according 


to the belief of every individual in a 
position to form an intelligent opinion, 
and that is, if this conference fails in 
its mission, there will follow the most 
terrible conflict since the civil war. 
The loss of life that will follow causes 
a shudder at the thought, and tlie de- 
struction of property will be appall- 
ing. 


The conference is the critical pivot 


upon which turns this question, and 
reali/.ing,as everybody'does,the extreme 
gravity of the situation, all the coun- 
sellors of both operators and miners 
are using every whit of intluence to 
get some sort of a com promise. Th is was 
the only encouraging feature of the 
conditions'Sunday night, for it is be- 
lieved that the members of the scale 
committee will use every means to 
avoid the calamit3r sure to follow a dis- 
agreement.

Ijvand two other Slav strikers were 
fatally wounded. The deputies were 
surrounded and fired 
upon by the 


strikers before they shot. 


The incidents lending up to the bat- 


tle began Saturday evening, when a 
mob of several hundred strikers, most- 
ly from the .works of the Frick Co., 
gathered at the Pennsylvania railroad 
depot at New Haven nncl took prisoners 
four workmen, who are employed nt 
the Valley works of the Friek Co., 
and were on their way home lit Leising- 
ing. 


When they stepped olT the train the 


mob surrounded them and marched 
them away. The four men were cov- 
ered over with cluilk and big placards, 
with "scab," "blackleg" and other epi- 
thets lettered thereon: The men were 
then marched" through"tlie" street's,- es- 
corted by a hooting mob, and taken to 
the Trotter and Leisinging plants, 
where they were paraded through the 
streets between the company houses. 
The strikers jeered them 
and the 


women spit upon them, and hit them 
with stones and clubs. 
They were 


even marched past their own homes, 
and their wives and children permitted 
to view them in their disgraceful con- 
dition. 


Sheriff Wilhehn dispatched Deputy 


Sheriff Allen with seven deputies to 
rescue the workmen. 
Allen arrived at 


0 o'clock. At no time was he able to 
overtake the mob 'having the men in 
charge. 
Allen finally learned that the 


men were being passed from mob to 
mob. It was found that the four men 
had been taken to Morrcl and from 
there to Yonngstown und then to Le- 
mont where the battle occurred early 
Sunday morning. 


After placing the deputies to prevent 


the strikers from taking their prison- 
ers elsewhere Allen returned to Onion- 
town for further orders, and was di- 
rected to rescue the prisoners. Hctnrn- 
ing to Lemont he found two deputies 
retreating before a howling mob of 
Slavs. As Allen rode up a Slav fired 
his revolver at Allen. 
The hullet 


passed over his head. Several of the 
mob then began tiring at the officers. 
Allen's revolver was defective, and 
only two shots were fired by him. Five 
of hip assistants came up and began 
firing with their Winchesters. 


About fifty shots were exchanged, 


the mol) slowly advancing, the depu- 
ties- retreating until 
reinforced by 


other depxities,when a stand was made. 
The men then began to disperse. Sher- 
iff Wilhelm was again notified and sent 
thirteen more deputies. An hour later 
twelve of the mob were arrested and 
brought to Lemont.
